At the close 


of his address Mr. Naftzger was asked 
and answered a number of questions, 
in fact he was compelled to leave the 
hall to catch his return train to Los 
Angeles before the discussion closed. 


The address by C. W. Emery was a 


continuation of his morning talk. 


The address by Prof. A. J. Cook on 


"Distillate Spray," the mechanical 
mixture of distillate, was one of con- 
siderable interest, one in which the 
growers of citrus fruits are vitally in- 
terested. 
The speaker heartily en- 


dorsed fumigation as an 
efficacious 


way of killing insect pests, but it was 
also his opinion, which he said he had 
proven by personal examination of 
trees which had been treated by a 
mechanical} mixture of distillate, that 
the same results could be secured by 
spraying at a much 
smaller cost, 


During the course of his remarks the 
speaker waaseveral times interrupted 
by Editor Heinze of the Rural Califor- 
nian, a journal which devotes columns 
to the advocating of fumigation, and 
probably an equal amount of space in 
abusing sprays of all descriptions. As 
it is,- well known by the newspaper 


Heh'«e is reputed to be owned, body 
and soul, by the cyanide men, his re- 
marks are never taken seriously by an 
intelligent audience of ranchers. 


The evening session opened with a 


crowded house. Following the "Ques- 
tion Box," the program commenced 
with an excellent musical number by 
the Covina High School Glee Club, un- 
der the able directorship of Miss Elsie 
Whitman. The audience showed their 
appreciation of the music, the first of 
the day, by insisting upon a well de- 
served encore. 


Mr. A. P. Griffith of Aznsa read an 


interesting and practical paper on 
"The Beneflts of Electric Roads in 
Rural Districts." 
Inasmuch as the 


Pacific Electric Railway had applied 
on the previous day for a franchise 
through the city of Covina, the paper 
was both timely and of considerable 
local interest. 


It was, however, left for a lady to 


carry off the honors of the day. 
The 


paper entitled "Grains," by Miss 
Emily Stetson, English teacher in the 
Covina High School, was a superb 
plea for the child, the product of the 
farm that will control the destinies of 
the nation in a few short years. The 
paper fully deserved all the unstinted 
praise which was showered upon its 
author as she took her seat. She said 
in part: 
" . . . This product of the soil 


does not usually come into Farmers' 
Institutes for discussion. As import- 
ant as he is to the welfare of the state 
and nation, as splendid a product as 
he is in California soil, he is usually 
counted out when orange and lemon 
trees are counted in. 


" . . . How much do you know 


of the real school life? 
How often 


have you come in touch with the 
teacher? 
What do you know but by 


report and tuxes that you have any 
school system at all? 


"If yout boy or girl is going to till 


a position which you long for him or 
for her, if these children are going to 
get what you want them to get, cul- 
ture, refinement, broad thinking, deep 
living, common sense, so that they 
may stand shoulder to shoulder with 
what civilization is demanding of its 
men and women, I say that you must 
know more than report, you mutt 
know by actual contact witheducation- 
at methods (as you would your field of 
grain or yonr trees) whether the child 
is getting the best for its life. I say 
you must feel as touch interest in your 
school system as you do ia your irriga- 
tion, you must care more for the boy 
who tends your ditch than for the

It should be, and 
is, one of tho happiest callings in 
which man can be engaged today. 


In growing citrus fruits for 
the 


market, quality is always of greatest 
importance. 
Clean, attractive fruit is 


always worth more than scaly, coarse 
stuff. 
The orchard 1st, who grows in- 


ferior fruits, should not expect the 
same financial returns, as ho who 
takes tho rery best care of his grove, 
using plenty of fertilizer, deep and 
frequent cultivation, and annihilates 
the scale post 
which 
infects 
all 


neglected orchards, to the detriment 
of the crop and the community. The 
man who will not take the proper 
care'of his orchard, ought to get out 
of tho business, in justice to 
his 


neighbors. 


After we have grown the crop wo 


corno to the important subject of how 
to roach tho consumer, and 
what 


method should be adopted. 


I believe it to lie impractical to 


adopt any one cast iron rule, to apply 
to all growers, shippers and buyers 
alike, because, some people desire to 
do business in one way., and s.ipie iu 
another, which is perfectly proper, 
just so long as they do not crowd 
down the market, ji.nd no longer. 


About 7o per cent of the shipments
